Fourthly, it is to be confossed that 
this cx[Jcndituro, extravagant as some 
of it hn.s notoriou.sly proved to bo, has 
Btill had the efroct of aidin;^ in the 
prolitiible and necessary opening up of 
tho fertile prairie regions which are to 
be the foundation of future prosperity, 
and to supply tho motive powers for 
the eventual completion of the vork. 
Tho jiro.spects of completing the 
road to British Columbia are all the 
greater for the expenditure, though we 
may hold the opinion that the same 
iixponditure more wi.sely made might 
have produced more beneficial results. 
Fifthly, the plan of the present Gov- 
ernment reverts, a.s was said in The 
Mail on the first appearance of the re- 
Kolutions, to the original plan of the 
Liberal (./'ouscrvative Government of 
1873. But fieveral necessary altera- 
tions have had to be made. Two may 
be mentioned: 

(a) The original proposition as to 
lands gave 50,000,000 acres of land in 
alternate blocks to the company build- 
ing the road, the Government reserving 
for its own di.sposal the alternate bcc- 
tioiis of ."iO,000,000 acres more. The 
present ])lnn, therefore, does not in- 
crea.se the quantity of land; but given 
it' all to the commis.siouers in trust for 
the fuililment of the purpose.s of Gov- 
ernment. 

Cb) 'i'ho prcRent plan proposes a di- 
vergence, ill view of altered circum- 
stances, to the south of Lake Manitoba, 
as the best means of making railway 
construction follow the track and sub- 
serve tho ]jur])0Hes of colonization. 

Sixthly, the j)resent Government do 
not make any rash promises of com- 
jilcting till' road in any given time. 
Tlie lato CJovernmont pledged them- 
selves unconditionally to build the 
"2,000 miles of road from Lake Su- 
perior to the Pacific by the year lft90; 
niid although Mr. Cartwright sets up a 
lato claim that .such ])roinise was made 
subject to the ])roviso that th« taxes 
wen! not to bo increased, this claim is 
not tenable for the following reasons: 
(aj Lord Carnarvon certainly did not 
have that limitation in view; (b) Brit- 
ish Columbia did not so consider the 
arrnngeineut: (e) Mr. Blake did not so 
interpret the arrangement whoii he 
projiosed that that condition should be 
made a portion of the Canadian legis- 
lation; (d) Tho late government them- 
selves did not at the time so consider 
it, since they .so readily pledged them- 
selves to curry out the terms, and 
greedily claiinoil tbem as the result of 
their own wisdom. 

.Seventhly, an to the route. The 
route is still an unsettled question. It 
in not true that the present Govern- 
ment have adopted the Bute Inlet ter- 
minus. The present Government have 
loft that matter open, pending the 
exploration in tho Peace and Pino 
River districts. The present Govern- 
ment have not even repealed the Or- 
der in Council of the lato Government 
by which the Burrord Inlet terminus 
was adopted. But it has been de- 
clared in the- resolutions of Dr. Tuppcr 
that the adoption of the Burrard Inlet 
tenninu.s was "premature." The 
points in favor of the Burrard Inlet 
terminus aro as follows: It is 57 
miles shorter on tho Pacific mainland 
side; from Port Moody at Burrard In- 
let to Esiiuitnalt or Victoria, being 
53 milos shorter than from Wad- 
dingtou Harbour at Bute Inlet to 
tha same points; (h) The gradients 
on this route are easier, whatever 
may bo said a.s to the curvature; the 
points against it are as follows: (a ) That 
it involves the passage of San Juan, now 
bolonging to the Americans, and form- 
ing a formidable point of concentmtion 
for them; (b) That it would be very 
easy on this route for tlie Americans to 
tnp our lino and transfer the trade of 
tho lino in great part to Holmes' Har- 
bor, making that the practical Pacific 
terminus. Aa Tix.- Tupperpoint«d out 



it would be a most unfortunate thing 
for Canada, if as the result of all our 

national expense and national aspira- 
tionfi, one terminus of our transconti- 
nental railway .system should be at 
Holmes' Harbour and the other at 
Portland. Eighthly, so far a.s British 
Columbia is concerned the, length of 
125 miles is proposed to bo built, con- 
struction to be begun this season, as 
soon as tho report from tho Peace and 
Pine river districts have beou received 
and the (.ioverniiiont have made up 
their minds detinitely as to the ter- 
minus. And in case Bute Inlet should 
after all he adopted^ tho OoTernmont 
will lose no time in arranging for con- 
struction, and the dojiartment is now 
engaged in preparing the nocessnry data 
for contracts. 

Ninthly, a.s to the land. We havo 
alreaily pointed out tliat no more land 
is apiuoprintpd now than was appro- 
priated in 1'*^?:!. The (I'oveniuieut then 
wero convinced liiat there were 100,- 
000,000 acres of good land in the 
North-AVest. Tho survovs ami exam- 
inations and reports since that date 
have convinced them that tiiere are at 
least 1 80,000,000 acres of good land, 
most of it the finest grain land in the 
world. This laud must be made avail- 
able. In order to render it available 
it must be niailo \ uluable. It will be- 
come more valuable with each new in- 
flux of settlors. The Government's 
plan of colonization railway building 
will speedily bring about tho desired 
result. The ( 'oniniissionei's will be inou 
of honor and standing. Tlie jiarties to 
whom they sell must pay for their 
lands, and then there is the nioiiey for 
the road. The parties who purchase 
cannot aflbrd to hold much of their 
land for speculative pui'poses. It is 
their interest to settle the lands as 
quickly as possible. And tho moment 
tho railway is i]penc<l through and 
allurds a. market, those will Imy the 
land who can afford to purchase it ut 
even more than lir'i per acre. All this 
nonseuso about the ( 'omniissioners 
being "lords of the .soil" and Canadians 
as their "serfs'' provokes only a smile 
at tho foolish attempt to impose upon 
the credulity of the people. The people 
have too good a sense of humor to be 
deceived by such atrocious nonsense. 

Tenthly, as to English aid. We as- 
sume that tiie CJovernnioiit would not 
make such a pro]iosition as that which 
has been made tor English aid by means 
of a guarantee, witlioutthebest grounds 
for believing that the])nipositioii would 
be entertained in a friendly and helpful 
manner. The security which Canada 
offers is certainly the best. She offers 
her 100,000,000 acres of magnificent 
land. She offers a public credit wliich 
has never been dishonoured. She offers 
a home for hundreds of thousands of 
these for whom, as Lord Derby has 
pointed out, tho be.st hope is in speedy 
emigration. She offers the fulfilment 
of an Imperial undertaking in which 
the interests of England's power and 
commerce are involved. She offers the 
building of a road w hich would provide 
the shortest route from New York to 
the eiustern ceatres of commerce; and 
which in connection with tho Inter- 
colonial would bring Great Britain for 
purposes of trade and travel 1,200 
miles nearer to China and Japan. Un- 
der these circumstances, we do not 
think that the hopes expressed by Dr. 
Tapper will be disappointed, nor that 
England will refuse aid in an under- 
taking in which her peace at home, her 
power on this continent, and her trade 
with all the world are so largely in- 
volved, 

Tho Hival Houtos. 

[Toronto .Mull, .May 

The second resolution moved by Mr. 
Mackenzie in amendment to those of 
Dr. Tupper is as follows, and refers 
wholly to the route of railway: 

"Mr. !^Lackcnzio moved in ainoiuliucnt 
to leave out all tho words after 'that,' and 
insert the following instead thereof : — 
'Tho route by tho Tlionipson and Lower 
Fraser rivers wa» reeominencled Inj Mr. 
Sandfnrd Fleming, Chief E)igincer of ilu: 
Ciinailian Pacific niilmty; that thi.i route 
possesses the most favourble grades of 
any route through British Columbia; that 
it is the shortest and cheapest to tho tide- 
waters of the Pacific < )cean; that it reaches 
a capacious and r.afe harbour of easy ac- 
cess from the sea ; that it passes through 
a country partially settled, possoaaing a 
good road on tho proposed lino of the rail- 
way and some navigable waters, thus 
ofl'ering many advantages over tho Bute 
Inlet route. " 

Our business just now is not with 
the relative values of the two routes 
propcsed, and we shall not touch that 
jiart of the discussion. But we pro- 
pose to point out how unpleasantly Mr. 
Mackenzie misrepresents Mr. Sandford 
Fleming, an officer for whom he pro. 
feiises to entertain great regard. Ho 
stat(!s with great deliberation that the 
route by tho Fraser and Thompson 
rivers to Burrard Inlet was recommend- 
ed by Mr. Sandford Fleming. So it 
■was; but Mr. Mackenzio purjiosely, de- 
liberately, and we assert, disingenuous- I 
ly, cnncmls . tlie ciroi inntanccn under ] 
ichich Mr. Floiiinif^ reroininend(ilii)}i I 
was made/ \Vc shall lot Mr. Fleming 
state these circumstances himself, in an 
extract from his last report. It is as 
follows: 

"During l.asl session of Parliament I 
was called upon to express my views with 
regard to the question of a tonninus on 
tho Pacific coast and tho location of the 
western end of the line. / snhmiited th'' 
oijinion that it woulii hi: d'-firahte to yuiii 
Jxdl and comjdiic infoi inatii>n rcijardimj a 
nortlwn roiilc hij d'cacc or Pnit' ii'ircr, and 
tho vast torritoi'y through which a north- 
em route has been proposdd, with re- 
spect to which little is now known. The 
Government, however, deemed it esinntial 
that con.'ilryi.clioyi shtndd cvJiimi'iKc withniit 
further delay in British Columbia, and I 
xcas directed to state the route, u-hirh, un- 
der the cirenmstanccs, I u'nuld advi.ie 
should he placed under contraH. Accord- 
ingly, I recommended that i/ilo poMpoae- 
mcnt for further examination cuiihl be ad- 
mitted, and if tho immediate coinniencc- 
ment of the railway was imperative, that 
tho choice should fall on the route by the 
Rivers Thompson and Fraser to Burrard 
Inlet." 

The reader will nt once see that Mr. 
Mackenzia in efffict misrepreiients Mr. 



Fleming; that while Mr. Fleming re- 
ports conditionally and hesitatingly in 
favor of the Burrard Inlet route, Mr. 
Mackenzie's resolution mokes him re- 
port unconditionally in favor of it. 
Mr. Fleming reports that ho last year, 
as this year advised an exploration of 
the Peace and Pine River district be- 
fore finally settling on the Pacific ter- 
minus. Mr. Fleming reports that lie 
was in effect pre.ssed for his decision — • 
the fact being that the elections were 
ajiuroaching. And .Mr. Fleming re- 
ports that (with an "if and another 
"if") he being thus pressed, gave his 
opinion in favor of the Burrard Inlet 
route. Mr. Mackenzie's resolution 
would commit !Mr. Fleming to an abso- 
lute oiuniou in favor of the Burrard 
route, which so far is not a correct view 
of tho case. 

The present Government propose to 
follow out Mr. Fleming's recommenda- 
tion and to explore, so far a.s may bo 
possible, the Peuco and Pine river dis- 
trict during the present season, before 
adopting a Pacific tenninu.s. Where 
that te;'ininus will bo, is a point un- 
settled. The Opposition press declan; 
that the intention is to select Bute In- 
let. If so, a selection will bo made 
which, up to 1878, had the extreiiu ly 
valuable authority of ,Mr. Mackenzie, 
who abandoned it at th(! approach of 
the elections and selected tho Burrard 
Inlet route instead on n report which 
was professedly hap-hazard, or at least 
conditional, but which Mr. Mackenzie 
disingenuously tries to make absolute.
